Mr. Potter compares the present methods
of dealing with the conflagrations with the
handiing of a San Francisco orgBaltimore
fire with a hand bucket crew.

“In the Clearwater forest In  northern
Idaho” says Mr. Potter, “where bad fires
are now hurning, the supervisor has & total
fores of thiriy-seven rangers and gudrds
to protect 5600000 weres of forest.

The on)y way to protect the public, he
